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HE contempt, to which I called attention a couple of 
weeks ago, with which the Toronto Railway Company 
was treating the citizens and the city authorities, cul- 

minated the other day in a group of passengers refusing to 
leave a car which was being arbitrarily diverted from its 
course. At great inconvenience and loss of time they stuck 
to the car until it was taken to the barns, from which after 
a time they were sent out in a special. More power to such 
men! for already their sacrifice of time and convenience has 
brought results. The City Engineer on Wednesday peremp- 
torily ordered the company to cease the use of over three score 
rattletraps which had been pounding the iron as trailers for 
many months after a court decision should have laid them 
up. The Mayor and City Engineer Rust should stick to their 
guns, even though a certain amount of inconvenience is caused 
to a large number of people during the red ticket hours. 
Reforms are not brought about by sweet talk, procrastina- 
tion, or even official threats. The citizens of Toronto should 
recognize this fact, and accept without complaint the incon- 
venience which will doubtless be theirs until new cars can be 
furnished, for if we do not have a temporary inconvenience we 
will have nothing but bad treatment and an utter disregard of 
the wishes of the people for the coming eighteen years during 
which the franchise will remain with the present holders. 

Too often the citizens think that the reforms should be 

promptly brought about by the civic officials. But processes 
of law are slow and uncertain. The Railway Company, acting 
as an irresponsible tyrant, has been let have too much of its 
own way for fear of adding to the number of strapholders, 
and the docile behavior of the strapholders themselves has 
probably led the company to believe that they rather enjoy 
being mid-air suspensions. In those unsettled districts where 
legal processes are almost unobtainable, Judge Lynch too 
frequently presides. Those who nnderstand the circum- 
stances can very well sympathize with the sentiments of 
settlers who, for a long time having been overridden by horse 
thieves and desperadoes, take the law into their own hands. 
Those worthy citizens who refused to get out of the car the 
other day, while not breaking the law, but simply demand- 
ing their rights, must have encouraged thousands of others 
to insist on this powerful and moneymaking company living 
up to its bargain. Certainly the way the Street Railway 
Company has been handled this week by the people and their 
administrators is about the first hopeful sign of a general 
and permanent improvement in the service being inaugurated. 
*

HE fact that all the daily papers are engaged in discus- 
sing the virtues and defects of the cumulative system 
of voting is pretty clear evidence that this was the 
only interesting thing in connection with the recent municipal 
elections. Every year the citizens of Toronto turn out and 
scratch crosses on ballot papers, more from force of habit 
than from any enthusiasm for the principles at stake or the 
candidates. This year fewer than usual made their New 
Year’s calls on the returning officer. Mr. Howland’s feeble 
fiasco had made the mild entertainment even duller than was 
its wont by eutting out the star bout—the contest for mayor. 
Very likely if they hadn’t had the cumulative voting system 
as a novelty on the bill the number who cast votes would have 
been even smaller than it was—though it may be that many 
were scared away by the ballot bugaboo. The experiment 
seems to have worked neither better nor worse than, the old 
plan. It certainly did not result in the placing of its chief 
advocates—the labor people—on the Board of Control, as they 
expected. It did clearly demonstrate that the cumulative 
system, in common with every other known system, can be 
made to work in harmony with machine methods. By mak- 
ing use of the innovation we have succeeded in getting for 1904 
a Board of Control that is about on a par with that of the 
previous year. The voting for aldermen was done on the 
old plan, ‘and we have almost. the same old bunch back. In 
fact there are only two remarkable features in connection 
with the entire election results—they are the election of B. 
E. Walker to the School Board by a handsome majority and 
the fact that F. S. Spence the prohibitionist and George Good 
erham the distiller headed their respective polls, one for the 
Board of Control and the other for the Board of Education. 
Mr. Walker’s election appears all the more complimentary 
when it is remembered that he merely announced himself as a 
candidate and then refrained from making, either personally 
or indirectly, any canvass whatever. If he does nothing else 
on the new Board, he should at least give it a dignity that 
will make the hair-pulling and log-rolling contests of the old 


Boards impossible. 
N horror is over, now that recrimination is giving place 

to serious investigation and consideration by the au 
thorities and the people chiefly interested. we seem to stand 
a fair chance of obtaining a clear explanation of what really 
did happen and how it could have been avoided. Judging by 
what appear to be the most reliable statements so far made 
public, the chief cause of the shocking magnitude of the 
catastrophe was the failure of the fire-proof curtain to descend 
to the stage. This is the first point that should be investi- 
gated. While several conflicting explanations of this mishap 
have been given, one cause, and one only, seems clear. In the 
“aerial ballet” a Cupid, suspended by a wire stretched from 
the stage to one of the galleries, passed over the heads of the 
audience and scattered flowers broadcast. The wire from 
which this person hung is what caused the trouble. The as- 
bestos curtain come down well enough till it was stopped by 
the wire. All this talk about the draft making the curtain 
belly is mere twaddle. Everyone who has been around a 
theater very much knows that there is pretty nearly always a 
strong draft passing between stage and auditorium, and that 
it doesn’t prevent the curtain’s rising and falling. It is 
stated by the management of the theater that if the curtain 
had worked properly not a member of the company could 
have escaped. This may be very true, but it in no degree 
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lessens the responsibility of the management for the slaughter j 


that took place in the gallery. It was the theatrical people 
who gave the performance; the audience paid to be enter- 
tained, not to be burned; and if, through carelessness or mis- 
management or whatever you like to call it, the company 
brought a calamity upon itself, it is only reasonable to expect 
that the company, rather than the audience, should have suf- 
fered. In any theater the audience is absolutely at the 
mercy of the management; and if the management, for the 
sake of working some sensational fake, will put the lives of 
its patrons in deadly peril, it should be made to answer for 
its criminal carelessness. 

Another point that strikes me as remarkable is the pre- 
sence of gas on the stage in sufficient quantity to produce 
such a disastrous explosion. In every well governed city that 
I know of they have laws that limit the quantity of highly 
combustible oils, etc., that may be stored in any one place. 
In view of this it seems incredible that a stage, which 
veritable network of electric wires, should also be the repos- 
itory of large quantities of explosives. The civic authorities 
of Chicago might, quite as reasonably, have allowed a keg of 
nitro-glycerine to stand around the stage. Effect seems to 
have been the sole consideration of the “Mr. Bluebeard” 
people and of the theater officials also. Everything that 
could add to the effectiveness of the performance—whether 
dangerous or not—was on hand. The proprietors of the theater 
had taken great care that all the decorations of the house 
were complete, up-to-date and catchy—fire catchy. It was 
only the essentials to safety that were neglected. Though the 
theater had been open for a month, the fire-escapes were not 
attached. Though the house was supposed to be constructed 
on the most modern lines, there was no flue in the roof of 
the stage to prevent a strong draft blowing the flames from 
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stage to auditorium in case of fire. This seems very shocking 
and very reprehensible, but it really should not be surprising. 
Is it not a natural result of the social condition that pro- 
duces it? Everything is effect, snow or “side,” as yaqu choose 
to call it. The theaters are thoroughly representative of the 
people of the United States. The whole country has become 
a huge extravaganza, in which tinsel, bluff, calcium lights, gas 
tanks, made-up fairies and padded giants fill the stage. But 
no efficient, fire-escapes are provided. 2 

No great calamity like that which occurred in Chicago 
should be permitted to pass into history or to be forgotten 
without the lesson which it teaches being turned to account 
by the rest of the world. It is a safe venture to state that 
the tragedy of the Iroquois Theater could be repeated in at 
least nine out of ten of the playhouses in Canada. It is all 
very well for interested managers to say that every precau 
tion is taken, and that nothing can save an audience when a 
panic seizes it. The fact remains that if the asbestos ecur- 
tain had worked properly in the case referred to, no panic 
would have occurred. It is quite beside the mark to call the 
people fools or maniacs because they rushed for the doors 
when a flood of fire burst in their faces. I should like to 
know what some of those who recommend heroic coolness 
would have done in the same circumstances. Now is the time 
to see that every safeguard to the public is adopted in our 
local places of amusement, for if the effeet of the Chicage 
disaster is permitted to die out without a thorough investiga 
tion and overhauling being made here, we shall probably find 
ourselves, at no very distant date, imitating the gentleman 
who locked his stable door after his horse was stolen. This 
is a good thing for the new Board of Control and Council to 
take hold of. Any steps that they may take towards insuring 
the safety of the public will enjoy popular support, especially 
if a move is made while the memory of Chicago is still fresh. 
To be sure, the orchestras of Toronto are bad enough to 
stampede almost any audience, but we will put up with them 
for a while longer if our civic authorities will see to it that we 


are protected from fire. 
‘T journalism could not be better illustrated than by the 
false position in which “Saturday Night” has been placed 
by a paragraph of an article of mine which appea 
page in the issue dated 26th of December last. I was dis- 
cussing an alleged miscarriage of justice to which had been 
given a political tinge, and I gave as one of two illustrations 
bearing on the subject an instance taken from a Kingston 
despatch to the Toronto “Globe” of the previous Saturday, in 
which it was stated that a man by the name of Mitchell had 
just been released, after serving eight months, from Kingston 
penitentiary, to w hich he had been sentenced for assault “on 
the unsupported testimony of the woman in the case, who re 
cently demonstrated most undeniably the looseness of her 
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character by giving birth to a black child.” The “Globe” is a 
reliable newspaper—which has already retracted the state- 
ment—the information came direct from Kingston, and I had 
no reason to doubt it. What was my surprise when on the 
day before New Year’s I received notice from a law firm that 
1 had libelled tl eir client, and the paragraph from “Saturday 
Night” was quoted as the basis of the complaint. The paper 
for that week—as in the previous week, owing to the holiday 
on Friday—had already been printed, which explains the 
tardiness of this explanation. At once I set on foot enquiries 
and am convinced that the statement regarding “the birth of 
a black child”’—no such thing having occurred in this case 
being the cause of Mitchell’s release from the penitentiary is 
absolutely untrue, and consequently the deduction from it 
without a particle of foundation. The occurrence is exceed- 
ingly regrettable, for though the name or residence of the 
witness was not given I am informed that it was possible for 
some people to identify her. This is the first opportunity 
since the matter has been brought to the notice of “Saturday 
Night” to withdraw the statement, tender an apology for it, 
and to express the regret sincerely felt that such a statement 
was made, all of which is hereby done in the most ample form. 
** x 
HERE is reason to believe that there will be a warm time 
at the meeting of the Northern Navigation Company to 
be held on Tuesday, the 26th, the stock of the company 
having fallen to an extent not to be fully accounted for by a 
falling off in traftie or prices during the past season. I was 
weli informed of the condition of things months ago, and no 
doubt a knowledge of the affairs of the company was more 
general than the newspapers are now willing to admit. There 
would have been no good purpose served by attacking the 
stock, which had reached a price which amongst investors as 


become vaster than has 


well as speculators indicated a very serious weakness in the 
management of the company. It is gratifying to know that 
with three or four exeeptions those more or less responsible 
for the taking up of the new issues stood firmly by the stock, 
the company and the investors. It is said that those who 
were the main causes of the losses “unloaded” and left these 
gentlemen in the lureh, but all that will be developed at the 
coming meeting. If the statements already published are 
correct, as thev probably are, those who “unloaded,” though 
ahead financially, will suffer severely in reputation. It has 
been hard enough to get investors to put their money into 
Canadian stocks of an industrial or transportation sort, and 
it only requires a few more instances of extravagance, mis 
management and double dealing to make the flotation of the 
best and most promising of Canadian enterprises almost 
impossibility. Those responsible for assisting to produce tt} 
condition of affairs should certainly not be permitted 
the result of their manipulations—in this 
probably won't.

RCHBISHOP BRUCHESI, the Roman Catholic prelate of 
Montreal, is pursuing the only reasonable course open 
to any man desirous of seeing intemperance stamped 

out. Indirectly the campaign that he is now waging is a 
first-class compliment to Toronto. Montreal is notorious for 
the wide-open manner in which its public drinking-places are 
run. Even the loose laws they have for the control of the 
liquor traffic are not properly enforced. The result 
natural. There is ten times as much drunkenness 
real as there is in Toronto. The Archbishop is a 
man. He knows better than to attempt the impossible, no 
matter what his desires may be. He bothers the aut orities 
with no pleas for prohibitive measures. He merely asks that 
restrictive laws, similar to those now in force in Toronto. be 
enacted and enforced. In no place in Canada are they more 
needed than in Montreal. In no place has the efficacy of 
sane laws been more amply demonstrated than in Toronto. 
In the eastern metropolis such a thing as early closing is un- 
known. In many parts of the city there is practically no 
closing at all. Saturday nights, holidays and election nights 
are given over to drunkenness by the worst element. Surely 
in Montreal, if anywhere, a temperance reformer might be ex- 
cused if he came out flat-footed for prohibition as the only 
means of removing the stigma that attaches to the city. In 
the moderation of the Archbishop, however, lie his chances of 
success. If he fought for prohibition he would not get it. 
But even supposing he did get it, it could never be enforced. 
Toronto has demonstrated that reasonable laws can be both 
obtained and enforced. Every practicable law has public 
opinion solidly behind it, and the foundation of public opin- 
ion, except of the ephemeral sort, is, in nine cases out of ten, 
ordinary, everyday horse sense. Archbishop Bruchesi enjoys 
the confidence of his people, and should therefore succeed. 
If he does, there is only one thing to be feared—that is that 
some of the restless people in Toronto, who are never satis- 
fied with well enough, will become possessed of the idea that 
moderation in the East is the signal for absolute prohibition 
in the West. and consequently will kick up a rumpus and do 
their best to spoil things.

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| By the Way. 


VERY once in a while a writer arises who does the Jere- 
miah act with regard to the so-called “smart set.” Mr. 
Henry Watterson, the brilliant Kentucky journalist, 

flung himself upon the fashionable crowd at Newport some 
years ago and uttered denunciations that would have made 
Mr. Harry Lehr turn pale had that social leader acquired the 
reading habit. Now it is a woman writer in England, known 
by the dulcet name of “Rita,” who is scoring the “effete bou- 
doir beys” while she discourses of the “asinine humiliation” of 
social amusements. As might be expected, the lady goes far 
beyond any mere man in the fierceness of her attack and seolds 
away in paragraph after paragraph of bitter tirade. “A mov- 
ing panorama of unbridled levity and unlicensed vulgarity” 
is a description of a cake-walk that should make the un- 
righteous squirm. The writer’s declaration that the amuse- 
ments of the smart set might make the angels weep is too 
hackneyed a weapon for modern journalistic warfare, for, if 
angelic beings were given to sobbing over social follies, their 
tears would have been falling ever since the Eden gates closed 
on Adam and his bride. These unqualified attacks succeed in 
creating a sensation for an hour, but are a source of amuse- 
ment rather than edification. The members of the smart set 
have more time to be foolish than the rest of us, but their 
folly usually brings its own cure, an “American” writer hav- 
ing declared that three generations mark the passing from 
shirt-sleeves back to shirt-sleeves. This undiscriminating 
style of condemnation is utterly futile, as the world has 
reached the point where amusements can be regarded ration- 
ally. There is no more sense in condemning dancing and 
bicycling, in themselves, than in declaring the violin an ac- 
cursed instrument because an emperor named Nero once 
fiddled an intermezzo while Rome was burning. 
* * * 

Miss Marie Corelli, who is famous as a writer of ragtime 
fiction, and who may not unfairly be called the High Priestess 
of Hysteria, has won a verdict of one farthing damages in a 
libel suit brought by her against the proprietor of the Strat- 
ford-on-Avon “Herald.” Miss Corelli had opposed the erec- 
tion of a Carnegie library at Stratford, insisting that such an 
erection would desecrate Shakespeare’s birthplace. The al- 
leged libel consisted in a statement that the fair novelist 
would not object to the erection of a Corelli library in the 
Shakespearian town. The outcome of the lawsuit naturally 
brings to mind the similar verdict in the famous Whistler- 
Ruskin case, and the delightful book, “The Gentle Art of 
Making Enemies,” that followed the suit. Is it possible that 
Miss Corelli intends to make copy of this event? She has 
already given the public “The Sorrows of Satan” and “The 
Vendetta,” titles that would serve her in the present crisis. 
Mr. Andrew Carnegie and the staff of the Stratford-on-Avon 
“Herald” may well tremble at the literary castigation that 
may even now be in preparation. Miss Corelli believes not 
in sparing the rod, and she hardly reminds us of “Bobs,” who, 
according to Kipling, “does not advertise.” Shall we have a 
sensational “Curse of Carnegie” or “Andrew the Betrayer’? 
But even these conjectures may be highly improper, such as 
one of our legislators has called “lie-bilious statements.”

At the meeting of the Methodist Ministerial Association 
last Monday, Rev. W. H. Hincks, in a paper on the “Invita- 
tion System,” declared that it tends to make ministers trim- 
mers and preachers of skim-milk discourses, while it is dis- 
couraging to weak churches. The old regime of the Stationing 
Committee is almost over, although that body still seems to 
have the veto power when an invitation is presented. Some- 
times the request of a small congregation is refused and then 
unpleasant and almost un-Christian things happen, as was 
the case in the city of Hamilton. Many Methodists are in 
doubt as to the desirability of the itinerant system, some de- 
claring themselves in favor of the Presbyterian “calls.” Cer- 
tainly, with the latter method of settling pastors there is less 
unrest in the relations between minister and people. I know 
of a small town in Ontario where the Presbyterian congre- 
gation listened for more than thirty years to the same pastor 
and regarded him as “guide, philosopher and friend.” He 
was loved and known in their homes from one generation to 
another, and seemed, after a time, to belong to citizens of 
everv creed. The manse was familiar ground for those in 
trouble or perplexity, and when the pastor died the whole 
town mourned. Such a pastorate is a beautiful relationship 
to contemplate. But there is another Presbyterian church, 
which has listened for only five years to the sermons of a cer- 
tain divine, and the members of that congregation would give 
him a whole set of sterling silver if he would only pack his 
household goods and his sermons and depart for another 
charge. Thus, every little system has its drawbacks. With 
reference to the skim-milk discourses, it may be said that 
skim-milk is a feature of the age. We have that thin, blue 
stuff in art, literature and music. There are mediocre pro- 
ductions that may be called condensed milk by courtesy, but 
when we want the rich cream, the clotted delicacy that Devon- 
shire loves, we must go back to yesterday and dip into the 
bowls of the past. The dairy of to-day is not equal to the 
demand. We must drop the poster girl and go back to 
Watteau; we must throw “When Knighthood Was in Flower” 
to the winds and look up “Vanity Fair;” we must close our 
ears to ragtime and return to the oratorio. Modern preach- 
ing is no weaker than modern pict ures, novels or songs.

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A White-Shirted Anarchist. 


R. JOHN TURNER, English- 
man, seems to be an orderly 
man, who wears a_ white 
shirt—not a red one—and 
keeps it on in public. He 

landed on these shores late in October, 
with the intention of spending five 
months here in travel and discourse. He 
has friends in this country, with one of 
whom, Miss Emma Goldman, the papers 
say, he expected to stay while in New 
York. On October 23 he lectured ait the 
Murray Hill Lyceum. Miss Goldman 
was there, and Herr Most, and the audi- 
ence also included the Supervising In- 
spector of Immigration at this port and 
some police inspectors. Mr. Turner 
talked about labor union matters, and 
said, among other things, that all Eu- 
rope was getting ready for a general 
strike which would give the workers a 
chance to assert their power and “de- 
termine as quickly as possible their 
emancipation.” When he had finished 
his address the Inspector of Immigration 
had him arrested in a polite fashion, 
took him to the police station, searched 
him for bombs, but found none, and 
presently sent him to Ellis Island. There 
he was examined by Commissioner Wil- 
liams, found to be an Anarchist, and or- 
dered to be deported under the law of 
March 3, 1903. That law provides that 
no person shall be permitted to enter 
the United States “who disbelieves in, or 
who is opposed to, all organized govern- 
inent.” The law was devised to exclude 
Anarchists. The London police think 
Mr. Turner is an Anarchist, and Mr. Tur- 
ner thinks so also. Indeed, he assured 
Commissioner Williams that he was an 
Anarchist. He seems to believe in or- 
anized government for labor unions, 
but thinks that he does not believe in it 
for nations. 

His friends got a writ of habeas cor- 
pus and had him before Judge Lacombe 
of the United States Circuit Court, and 
counsel argued for him that he wasn’t 
the kind of Anarchist our new law ob- 
ge to, and that so much of the new 
aw as applied to him was unconstitu- 
tional. But the court upheld the law, 
and appeal was taken to the Supreme 
Court, and until a final decision is 
reached Turner will stay at Ellis Island. 
He could go home if he chose, but if he 
did our courts would concern themselves 
no more about him, so he is waiting in 
order to test the law. His case has 
brought the law to the notice of many 
persons who find themselves mortified 
that respectable persons whose conduct 
is orderly should be excluded from this 
country because of their opinions. If 
we are going to keep aliens out because 
of their beliefs, say these remonstrants, 
the next step will be to shut citizens up 
because of their beliefs. They don’t at 
all like the apparent drift from English 
precedents and principles to Russian 
ones. A mass-meeting of persons of this 
way of feeling was held in New York on 
December 3. Mr. John S. Crosby was 
the chairman, and among the vice-presi- 
dents were Messrs. Carl Schurz, W. H. 
Baldwin, jr., James Byrne, H. E. Dem- 
ing and Felix Adler. Addresses were 
made, a letter from Mr. Edward M. 
Shepard was read, and resolutions were 
adopted protesting against so much of 
the immigration law as authorizes the 
exclusion and deportation of an alien 
solely because of his opinions. 

The law as it stands will hardly do. 
The provision against opinions would not 
keep out the murderous scoundrels whom 
the government really wants to reach. 
Of course it is a nuisance to have agita- 
tors with fantastic theories come into 
the country and preach discontent. But 
if such persons are of decent and orderly 
behavior it seems less mischievous to let 
them in than to bar them out because 
their theories are wrong. Turner came 
here with the intention, presumably, of 
raising hob according to his ability. We 
are entirely warranted in excluding him 
if we think it expedient, but is our popu- 
lation so stupid, and are things going so 
ill with us that we dare not let a Briton 
in a white shirt expound his theories of 
government to our voters? Are not 
such precautions fitter for the nursery 
than for # grown-up nation with Anglo- 
Saxon traditions? If Turner is merely 
an ass, it is a great pity to accord him 
the distinction of being a martyr to free 
speech. He is a nuisance, of course, but 
he is a worse nuisance in a cell on Ellis 
Island than he would be_on a platform 
in Chicago.—‘“Harper’s Weekly.”

HEN I was a boy I used to 
‘antalize myself with the 
poetic names of the foreign 
cities that some day I hoped 
to see. There was “The 
City by the Golden Horn,” Stamboul; 
“The Eternal City,” Rome; “The City of 
Palms,” Jericho; “The City of the Sun,” 
Baalbec; and “The City of the Violet 
Crown,” Athens. This last always ap- 
pealed most vividly to my imagination. 
It had color, melody and rhythm; and 
while the city of Athens, qua Athens, 
did not appeal to me perhaps so strong- 
ly as did Rome, its sobriquet was even 
more fascinating. For there is an in- 
trinsic magic in the sound of words. 
There is a sound-meaning as well as a 
verbal meaning. “Onomatopoeia” rhe- 
toricians call it. There is much of this 
sound-meaning in our Saxon speech—the 
“buzzing” of bees, the “hissing” of ser- 
pents, the “booming” of cannon—do not 
these words express their meanings by 
their sounds? So with names; so with 
sobriquets; so with epithets. 

So whenever I thought of Athens I 
did not think of Phidias, of Lykurgus, of 
Perikles, of Aspasia—I used to think of 
the sobriquet “The City of the Violet 
Crown.” Naturally, the meaning of this 
poetic sobriquet will readly occur to the 
neader—it comes from the purple and 
amethystine haze with which sunrise 
and sunset crown the Acropolis. 

Did we see the violet crown around 
the heaven-kissing hill? Well, no. It 
was morning when we ascended the 
Acropolis—a cold gray morn—for it is 
the fashion in Europe to ascend many 
high places to see the sun rise. Thon-

Athens has grown from a mediaeval 
hamlet to a modern city of over one 
hundred thousand. It was laid out by a 
German engineer, and is proud of its 
straight streets and its Occidental as- 
pect. The main thoroughfares are 
Hermes street and Aeolus street, both 
of which start from Constitution square. 
This is the center of the city, and on 
one of its sides is the royal palace. 

Athens itself, as a city, is insufferable. 
It is raw, garish, new, staring, crude. It 
smells of paint. It reeks of varnish. It 
is redolent of last week. It is the new- 
est city one sees in Southern Europe. It 
is dusty, it is noisy, it is vulgar. Ev- 
erything in it is imitation. The palaces 
are imitation. The hotels are imitation. 
The army is imitation. The city is a 
sham. It is a joy to leave the common- 
place streets, to quit the insufferable 
city, and to climb the Acropolis. There, 
everything is calm and peaceful, and the 
magnificent ruins are restful. There 
only in Athens do you find a spot which 
is not oppressively new and raw.—San 
Francisco “Argonaut.”

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how little is related of Mr. Gladstone’s 
children. Mr. Herbert Gladstone’s en- 
trance into Parliament is, of course, 
noted; but such notice was_ inevitable 
because of its connection with his 
father’s election for Leeds. Of his sub- 
sequent appointment as a member of the 
Government and his services as Liberal 
whip absolutely nothing is told. If the 
index may be trusted—and a remark- 
ably elaborate index it is—the biography 
is entinely silent concerning Mr. Glad- 
stone’s eldest daughter, although she was 
for many years vice-principal of Newn- 
ham College, Cambridge, and has in other 
ways gained distinction for her contri- 
butions to educational progress. With 
a discretion none too common in biogra- 
phers, Mr. Morley everywhere remembers 
that he is writing a life of William 
Ewart. Gladstone, and not a history of 
the Gladstone family. This reserve, 
again, while occasionally disappointing, 

is a whalemanie protest against the tend- 
ency to claim as the possession of the 
public not only statesmen themselves, 
but all their kith and kin. 








Italy's Unkingly King. 


Victor Emmanuel IIT. is probably one 
of the least kingly of European mon- 
arechs by temperament and disposition, 
but he is more clever (han most of them, 
and makes a better monarch than a good 
many of his brother sovereigns. In per- 
son he is homely, in manners he is some- 
what awkward, and in company he is 
shy. No one more thoroughly detests 
than he does the dreary tomfooleries of 
a court, or is more glad to escape from 
them, although he loyally accepts the 
exigencies of his position. He is entirely 
free from the illusion which usually pos- 
roval personages, that he is a 
good general because he has to wear on 
occasions a military uniform; nor has 
he that passion for arraying himself in 
various uniforms which is so 
among his royal brethren. 

The King is exceedingly well read, and 
interests himself in both science and 
literature, but he has not the royal gift 
of saying a few happy words to those 
with whom he converses, generally talk- 
ing to them on some subject entirely 
alien to their occupations, and on which 
they know a good deal less than he does. 
He loves his wife. She is his constant 
companion, and the smiles and blandish- 
ments of other women have no influence 
over him. His court is the most demo- 
cratic in Europe. His receptions are 
omnium-gatherums, and he is ready to 
accord an interview to every one who 
has the slightest pretension to ask for 
one.—London “Truth.”
